Fire victim loses all earthly goods

Time magazine did Black 
America a great service. It told 
the truth. 

And the truth, you've heard, 
will set you free. In this case, it 
will literally free Blacks from 
the excess baggage of -self- 


denial and seti~niwoied abuse. -, 


You've also heard thai whe 
truth is often not pretty. In spe- 
cial issue on immigrants, Time 
surveyed the landscape of 
newcomers and assessed their 
Americanization. 

Asians, for example, “are 
excelling in school, achieving 
on the job and otherwise mak- 
ing it in America.” Hispanics, 
Time said, “are having an 
impact from the Southwest to 
the Northeast.” 

“With a mixture of animosity 
and admiration, a long- 
impoverished minority watch- 
es as a new wave leaves them 
behind,” is the description 
Time reserved for Afri- 
can-Americans.

1983, there 
were 187,210 Blacks holding 
these high-level managerial 
jobs.

officer or chief operating 
ofticer of a Fortune 500 subsi- 
diary, and none has taken the 
president's chair of the parent 
company. ' 
_Black Enterprise Magazine 
reported recently that a 
National Urban League study 
3 of 303 Black managers in top 
** corporations found only 13 
percent who believed they had 
“high” potential for advance- 
ment in their companies, while 
42 percent felt they had “low” 
potential. 

The magazine, in its own 
poll, found that 60 percent of 

Blacks surveyed believed that 
employment opportunities 
have either decreased or 
remained the same for Blacks 
in the last decade, against 35 
percent who believed oppor- 
tunities had increased. 

Thus, the dichotomy of feel- 
ing. While progress has 
undoubtedly been made--the 
numbers certainly reflect that-- 
the pace of progress has not 
been fast enough to please 

* many Blacks nationally. Addi- 
tionally, even those Blacks in 
the corporate world, viewing 
the environment in which they 
must function, seem to ques- 
‘tion their opportunity to 
advance. 

_ Had James Roseboro ans- 
wered that Urban League poll, 
he would have been one of 
those respondents who found 
themselves cynical about their 
opportunities for advance- 
ment. 

In fact, Roseboro’s expe- 
riences were illustrative of

neers” who entered Colum- 
bus'--and the nation'’s—major 
corporations in the late 1960s 
and early 1970s.

Why not hire Blacks in 
fairly high-ranking corporate 
positions to symbolize the cor- 
porate commitment to affirma- 
tive action and urban (read 
“Black") redevelopment?, 
company executives asked 
themselves. 


in Columbus during this 
period, Chuck Fryo at Xerox, 
Jerry Hammond at Columbus 
and Southern Ohio Electric, 
James T. Robinson at Lazarus, 
and Roseboro at Nationwide 
were hired. : 

All were placed in “urban 
affairs” or “public relations” 
positions. All had high visibility 
in the community. But none 
were in key positions which 
Hitec wed Kyo UTipaerty SGotan 
line . ; 

Today, only one--Jerr 
Hammond--remains with the 
corporation for which he 
worked during that time. In 
‘fact, none of the other three are 
even in the white corporate 
world at all.

Roseboro had been a 
teacher.and director of a city 


youth program when he was 
tapped for the Nationwide job 
in 1969. Although the post had 
high visibility, it did not con- 
tribute to Nationwide’s bottom 
line. As Forrest Kohler, a 
Nationwide employment man- 
ager, pointed out, ‘most com- 
panies, including ours, are 
sales driven.” Any position-- 
such as public affairs or urban 
affairs--which does not con- 
tribute to the profit line is con- 
sidered tangential. ; 
But Roseboro tried. For five 
years, he attempted to place 
himself in a key position in the 
corporate hierarchy. “! went 
through all the stages at 
Nationwide,'’ Roseboro 
remembered. “Nothing work- 
ed, because | ain't white.” 
While at Nationwide, no one 


ever determined what Rose- * 


boro was or'was not doing 
“because no one would ever hit 
down and evaluate me.” 

Roseboro left Nationwide to 
accept a similar post at 
Borden. While at Borden, how- 
ever, he decided to work his 
way into the operating line, 
developing a Black marketing 
program. 

The new program, begun 
with high hopes by Roseboro, 


_ was finally phased out. 


“If it’s Black, it’s not taken 
seriously with everything else. 
That's the sociological state- 
ment,” Roseboro charged. 
When Borden completely 
disbanded the minority mar- 
keting program, leaving Rose- 
boro with nothing to do, he 
decided to leave. 
The experiences of Rose- 
boro are not unusual. The Wall 
Street Journal noted several 
years ago the emerging trend 
among Blacks in managerial 
positions in major corpora- 
tions to leave the ivory tower in 
frustration, believing they had 
gone as far within the corpora- 
tion as they could go. 
noyaoweven there some 
‘légitimate reasons why Blacks 
in the corporate world have not 
progressed farther. The Blacks 
who-tracked themselves 
toward personnel have much 
fewer opportunities to advance 
within the corporate world 
than those in other areas. And 
advancement within the corpo- 
rate community often requires 
a slow, tortuous route of 20 or 
more years within the same 
company--particularly for 

- those companies, like Nation- 
wide, which usually promote 
from within. For those who are 
willing to stick it out, there may 
be some rewards. 

Judy Barker is an example of 
advancement fromwithin. 
When she joined Borden in 
1972, she was a secretary in the 
public affairs department. She 
was named administrator of 
the Borden Foundation in 
1973; executive director in 
1975; and also named director 
of civic affairs in 1977. She 
became director of corporate 

cecpeasibility in 1979. 

tn-@-corporate letter. an- 
nouncing her November, 1983 
appointment as president of 
the Borden Foundation, 
Borden Chairman Eugene J. 
Sullivancalled Barker's 
advancement “almost 9 text- 
book case in career develop- 
ment.” 

Barker is convinced that she

In small saucepan melt re- 
maining 2 tablespoons butter. Stir in bread 
crumbs. Sprinkle crumbs over turnips.

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WASHINGTON, D.C. — Now hear this!!! The 
median weekly earnings of black fulltime 
wage and salory workers increased from $226 
in early 1984 to $269 in early 1985, almost a 
15 percent rise in income during the past year, 
according to the Bureau of Labor Statistics of 
the U.S. Department of Labor. 

Of course, this means that the average 
yearly earnings for most black workers wos 
about $14,000, just $2,000 over the national 
poverty level, if all necessary benefits and ad- 
justments for a normal lifestyle are included. 

But, the bottom line is the fact that the me- 
dian for black men in 1964-85 was $305 in 
weekly earnings, roughly $100 below the 
$404.00 weekly median earnings for white 
men. The median is the middie figure between 
the highest and lowest weekly earnings. 

In the event CLARENCE PENDLETON, chair- 
man of the U.S. Civil Rights Commission and 
his supporters of non-attfirmative oction are 
listening, the median weekly earnings for 
black women is only $248, an amount $20.00 
below the $268 level for all women’s weekly 
earnings and $20 less than the $224 median 
for Hispanic women who still had the lowest 
income in the nation. 

We remind you of these income disporities 
in Black, White and Brown earning power in 
the nation periodically as documented 
evidence of the continued job discrimination 
and unequal employment figures according to 
the Labor Department's official reports.

The Collection-Footnotes to History 

For 49 years Carl James Greenberry Mur- 
phy, who hos been called “Father of Freedom” 
and “One Effective Voice”, kept his secretaries 
busy answering the mail which came in lorge 
gunny socks twice a day to the AFRO- 
AMERICAN Newspaper office, 628 N. Eutaw 
Street, Baltimore. He answered his own let- 
ters and some addressed to his brothers, John 
H. Murphy, Jr., circulation manager and D. 
Arnett Murphy, advertising manager. 

A carbon copy of his answer was attached 
to the original letter. In some instances, dratts 
of letters are in his own handwriting. At the 
end of the year, the files were emptied and 
the letters were wrapped in brown paper, tied 
with string and marked by date and 
alphobetical sequence. These neatly wrapped 
pockages were stored on the fourth floor of 
the Baltimore home office. 


Dr. Cari J. Murphy eddresses a Conference on Courts end Racial integration in Educa- 


tion at Howard University in 1952. 
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His doughter, Frances L. Murphy ll, re- 
discovered these letters. In 1964, Ms Murphy, 
now a collegeprofessor, in consultation with 
Howard University’s Dr. Thomas Battle, mov- 
ed over 30,000 letters in 95 boxes to the 
Moorland-Spingarn Research Center at 
Howard University, Washington, D.C. 

The initial organization of the collection was 
done by Ms. Karen L. Jefferson of the 
Moorland-Spingarn Research Center staff. Her 
November 16, 1984 letter to Dr. Battle states 
that “The majority of this collection represents 
the files of Corl Murphy as odministrator of the 
AFRO spanning the years 1918-1967.” 

The letters in the 95 boxes paint a picture 
of the struggle of black Americo-the successes 
and the failures. Young people in the 80s take 
for granted block school teachers, state 
legislators, taxi drivers, firemen, policemen, 
city councilmen, mayors, congressmen, pilots 
and astronauts; the rght to yse public parks, 


swimming pools, beaches and to ride on 
buses, planes, steamboats and railroads 
without incident. 

But these letters reveal that in each of these 
oreas, Carl Murphy used his intellect and skill 
at networking to help move his people from 
chains through separate but equal to affir- 
mative action-the key was court action. 
“Dear Wiggam: 

“1 note with interest what you say about 
race prejudice and your belief that it may be 
overcome chiefly by the slow processes of 
education:... 

“Let me give you my experiences. 

“Roland Hayes, the great tenor, was beaten 
by a store clerk in Atlanta. The main reason 
was Mr. Hayes rebuked the clerk for rudeness 
to his wife... 

“One of our richest citizens, Dr. Charles C. 
Spaulding, who is president of North Carolina 
Mutvol Life Insurance Company, was assaulted 
by a soda clerk in his home town. He hod 
mode the mistoke of drinking from a bottle of 
pop before he left the premises... 

"Some years ago | was in Greensboro, North 
Carolina. My friends had secured a Pullman 
accommodation for me from Greensboro to 
Baltimore. The clerk at the window refused to 
give it to me. He didn’t believe in selling 
Pullman accommodations to colored people... 

“Thirty years ago | applied for admission to 


“the Johns Hopkins University Summer School. 


They turned me down coldly.....” 

"Wherever we have beaten the prejudiced 
and bigoted Southerner in the courts, he hos 
usually taken it with good grace. Frequently 
he appeals and tries a new trick or strategem 
but when we lick him we get educational or 
recreational facilities; or, the pay and the jobs 
to which we are entitled.” (August 24, 1948 to 
Dr. A.E. 

As president of the National Newspoper 
Publishers Assocation from 1954 to 1955, Mur- 
phy was responsible for the pool cor- 
respondents sent around the world for these 
block newspapers. Even after he left office he 
arranged the winter workshops for the 
publishers and wrote them letters regarding 
libel suits, new equipment, management skills 
and nominations for the Russwurm Award- 
NNPA's annual award. 

NAACP-36 Years on Board 

Nowhere in the Corl Murphy collection are 
there more reports, minutes and letters that 
would bring tears to reader's eyes then in the 
six boxes labeled NAACP. Even without the 
letters, this collection dating bock to 1914 
erhen hic basther, George 8.

vice president of the Baltimore Branch, paints 
o gory picture of rapes, lynching, police 
brutality and outright murder. 

Some of the minutes and the reports from 
the Washington Bureau are stamped, “Not for 
Publication.” The reports also detail the in- 
fighting that still exists today. 

The thousands of letters to and from NAACP 
lawyers around the country like Thurgood 
Marshall, and to Walter White, Roy Wilkins, 
(both at one time executive secretaries), and 
Clarence Mitchell, Jr. (head of the Washington 
Bureau) Mrs. Lillie Mae Jackson, president of 
the Baltimore Branch, and to judges and U.S. 
attorney generals, are valuable historical 
documents which must be read if one is to get 
a good prospective of the real Civil Rights 
struggle before and after the 1954 Supreme 
Court school desegregation decision. 

Historians would have you believe that all 
Americans immediately obeyed the Supreme 
Court ruling but these letters indicate that was 
just propaganda. 

Montgomery, Alabama 

This “Personal” letter dated August 7, 1956 
to Mr. Max Rabb, White House, Washington, 
DC, shows how the agony was dragged out. 


“Dear Mr. Rabb: 

“Fred D. Gray, 25, Montgomery, Alabama, 
one of the two colored lawyers in that city of 
48,000 colored persons, represented local 
citizens in the Alaboma courts when they fil- 
ed suit to end jim crow on Montgomery City 
bus lines. 

“The Supreme Court had already outlawed 
segregation on buses and the colored people 
of Montgomery said it wos time to moke the 
law effective in their city. 

“The next week after Mr. Gray filed papers 
for his clients, his draft classification was 
changed. 

“1 earnestly request that Mr. Gray shall have 
a year’s postponement with the understanding 
that even though these cases are not conclud- 
ed at that time, he will then do his hitch in the 
Army.” 

Rabb replied two days later, August 9, 1956 
saying, ”...l appreciate your calling the mat- 
ter to my attention.”
